Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -12, drawn to a stent device to monitor parameters (stent or graft 
not claimed), classified in class 73, subclass 19.05. 

II. Claims 13-14, drawn to a stent-graft and anchoring mechanism, classified 
in class 623, subclass 1.36. 

III. Claims 15-20, drawn to stent graft and expansion mechanism, classified in 
class 623, subclass 1.13. 

IV. Claims 21-26, drawn to stent system and compliance sensor (stent or graft 
not claimed), classified in class 73, subclass 19.05. 

V. Claims 27-31 , drawn to method to monitor an aneursim, classified in class 
128, subclass 898. 

VI. Claims 32-35, drawn to method to externally operate an endoluminal 
stent, classified in class 623, subclass 1.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as the compliance sensor testing to leaks in basement or compliance of a heart valve. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention has separate utility such 
as the compliance sensor testing to leaks in basement or compliance of a heart valve. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed not requiring "a stent device to monitor 
parameters related to an endoluminal stent graft". The subcombination has separate 
utility such as has separate utility such as the compliance sensor testing to leaks in 
basement or compliance of a heart valve.

In the instant case the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product wherein such 
as "to adjust the shape of the stent device to correct adverse stent-related conditions" 
and not measure compliance.

The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as

can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)).

Hooks, wire mesh, glues, polymers to be embedded. 

Select one of the activators of claim 16. 

Select one of the expansion mechanisms from claim 17. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, none are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
